Theses. 

At  a  recent  meeting  of  the  facul- 
ty the  following  regulations  were 
adopted  in  regard  to  theses  from 
graduate  students  and  seniors  : 

1.  Theses  from  graduate  students 
and  seniors  shall  be  handed  to  the 
committee  on  theses  by  April  1. 
The  subject  shall  be  submitted  on 
or  before  January  1 . 

2.  The  committee  on  theses  shall 
report  to  the  faculty  their  decision 
on  the  English  composition ; 
whether  satisfactory  or  not ;  if  sat- 
isfactory they  shall  be  referred  by 
the  faculty  for  special  examination, 
to  the  professor  who  has  charge  of 
the  subject  or,  related  subject,  on 
which  the  thesis  is  written. 

3.  The  professor  to  whom  the 
thesis  is  referred  shall  report  to  the 
faculty  the  result  of  this  examina- 
tion by  May  1. 

4.  A  student  whose  thesis  has 
been  disapproved  by  the  faculty, 
or  who  has  failed  to  submit  it  for 
examination  by  April  1,  without 
satisfactory  excuse,  will  not  be  ad- 
mitted to  the  examination  for  a  de- 
gree. 

5.  Committee  on  theses  with  re- 
spect to  English.  Profs.  Thach,  Pe- 
trie  and  C.  H.  Ross. 


The  second  of  the  series  of  class 
games  came  off  Saturday  afternoon 
Nov.  20th  between  the  Seniors  and 
Freslimen.    The  result  of  the  game 
was  a  foregone  conclusion  even  be- 
fore the  two  teams  lined  up  on  the 
gridiron.    The  Seniors  were  much 
heavier  and  had  a  great  deal  more 
experience  than  their  opponents, 
so  no  one  doubted  but  that  they 
could  and  would  win.    But  let  it 
be  said  for  the  Freshmen  that  they 
played  the  genuine  article  of  foot- 
ball, never   failing   to   meet  the 
mighty  rushes  of  '9S,  and  when 
the  ball  was  in  their  possession  al- 
ways ready  to  plunge  into  that 
wall  of  muscle  with  every  deter- 
mination to  advance.    Though  de- 
feated they  played  hard,  conscien- 
tious ball  and  have    nothing  of 
which  to  be  ashamed.    Coach  Pu- 
rifoy  deserves  worlds  of  praise  for 
the  magnificent  team  work  his  men 
put  up,  it  showed  plainly  his  abili- 
ty to  handle  a  team  in  the  capacity 
of  trainer. 

The  indivdual  as  well    as  the 
team  work   of   the   Seniors  was 
great.    They  put  up  a  game  such 
as  Auburn's  'Varsity  was  capable 
of  doing,  scoring  five  touchdowns  ; 
while  Pettus  with  all  imaginable 
ease  kicked  as  many  goals.  Their 
work  was  wonderful.    The  score 
was  by  no  means  due  to  the  play- 
ing of  inferior  ball  by  the  Fresh- 
men, but  to  their  own  superior 
woik.  -As  to  the  efficient  training 
of  Coaches  Glenn  and  Wills  the 
work  of  their  team    speaks  for 
thein,  showing  that  they  not  only 
understood  the  practical  but  theo- 
retical playing  of  football  backed 
up   by   a   knowledge  of  how  to 
instill  it  into  others. 

But  for  a  lack  of  space  we  should 
give  a  detailed  account  of  the 
game.  There  are  many  brilliant 
plays  that  could  be  mentioned,  and 
there  is  one  especially  that  must  be 
mentioned  or  else  an  injustice  would 
be  shown  the  player  who  made  it. 

Captain  Huguley  of  the  Fresh- 
man team  had  punted  the  ball  for 
twenty  yards,  Dixon,  fullback  for 
the  Seniors  caught  the  pigskin  and 
with  quick  dodging  and  rapid  run- 
ning planted  the  ball  between  the 
goal  posts  having  a  seventy-five 
yard  run  to  his  credit.

But,  notwithstanding 
the  numerous  obstacles  which  fill- 
ed his  path,  his  great  ability  has 
conquered  and  Auburn's  'Varsity 
now  rests  on  the  pedestal  of 
Southern  admiration  and  praise. 

The  curtain  has  been  suddenly 
drawn  on  our  football  stage  and 
old  Aubnrn's  champion  '\rarsity 
has  now  gone  glimmering  through 
the  dream  of  things  that  were."  . 
Heisman's  stern  "Line-up!"  is  no 
longer  heard  and  he  is  now  far 
from  our  midst,  but  fond  recollec- 
tions of  the  past  triumphs  that  he 
has  enabled  us  to  enjoy,  are  the 
ties  that  bind  him  to  our  hearts 
stronger  than  hoops  of  steel.- 

When  next  he  returns  to  our 
campus  to  view  again  the  scene  of 
his  labors,  he  may  rest  assured  that 
his  will  be  a  most  hearty  welcome, 
and  "Three  cheers  and  a  tiger" 
will  be  given  by  the  wearers  of 
the  Orange  and  Blue,  with  such 
enthusiasm  as  has  never  been  felt 
before.
